SPECIFICATIONS AND DELIVERABLES

1. Introduction

These technical specifications detail the requirements for hydrographic surveys to be undertaken either by
National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration(NOAA) field units or by organizations under contract
to the Director, Office of Coast Survey (OCS), National Ocean Service (NOS), NOAA, U.S. Department of
Commerce.

The specifications described herein are based in part on the International Hydrographic Organization’s
Standards for Hydrographic Surveys, Special Publication 44, Fourth Edition, April 1998, specifically for
Order 1 surveys. Hydrographic surveys classified as Order 1 is intended for harbors, harbor approach
channels, recommended tracks, inland navigation channels, coastal areas of high commercial traffic density,
and are usually in shallower areas lower than 100 meters water depth. Additional details for the specific
project areas, including any modifications to the specifications in this manual, will be provided in
Hydrographic Survey Letter Instructions for NOAA field units or the Statement of Work for contractors.

1.1. Definition

The term “hydrographer” as used through this document, refers to: (a) the chief of party or officer in charge,
when the survey is being conducted by NOAA field units, or (b) the contractor where the work is being
performed for NOAA under contract.
